RN OT many have experienced the satisfaction that 
is mine in contemplating the achievement of 
a unique and worth-while task. This is 

said in no mood of vainglory. Let me explain. 


ROM the day on which Great Britain declared herself at 
war with the German Empire for reasons that history 
has approved and ratified, it was my good fortune to become 
a chronicler of the greatest happening in human history : 
the Great War of 1914-18. I began at once to produce in 
“The War IIlustrated ” a weekly record of the War, and in 
association with the most erudite naval and military expert 
of his time, Mr. H. W. Wilson, long famous as the author 
of “Tronclads in Action,” to edit “ The Great War "—a 
weekly history of the world-wide conflagration. These 
two publications made journalistic history. Almost alone 
among the welter of competing efforts, they endured with 
vast circulations the whole period of the Great War, and from 
1914 to 1919 provided an incalculable body of readers with 
voluminous records of the most startling events in modern 
history. The circulations of these two publications have 
never been remotely approached by any others attempting 
to cover the same amazing era. 


T HAT might have been enough for any editor to “ call it 


a day,” but fate decreed that I should, many years 
later, have the gratification of producing “ A Popular History 
of the Great War ” which, in six volumes, achieved a success 
far beyond the numbers of any “ best seller’; and yet again 
in the years 1934-35 to offer to the reading public another 
and totally new literary and pictorial record of the same 
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“World War: A Pictured 
History of 1914-18,” 
which won me _ scores 
of thousands of readers.

My BRAVE OLD BATMAN 


Tales of the ‘ General’ of Talbot House 
by Rev. P. B. Clayton, C.H., M.C. 


In Chapter 223 * Tubby” Clayton wrote a most entertaining account of life at 
Talbot House (Toc H), Poperinghe, during its busiest period in 1916-1917. Here 
he writes a character study of his old soldier-servant known as the “ General,” 


which is brimful of delightful stories of a brave and faithful companion. 


He also 


describes the tragedy which befell the famous officers’ restaurant “ Cyril's” when 
it was destroyed by shell fire 


real old soldier—the “ General,” 

as he was universally known to 
three generations of Talbot House 
clientele, and to all the children of the 
neighbourhood. On and off the Army 
has known him for thirty-one years as 
No. 239, Pte. Pettifer, A., Ist The 
Buffs, and though later attached on 
grounds of debility to what is vulgarly 
known as an Area Enjoyment Company, 
the peak of his cap retained the dragon 
that no right-thinking man would desire 
to see replaced. 

He has refused to put up his proper 
array of good-conduct badges, as they 
would interfere with the set of his 
sleeve over his elbow. For chest pro- 
tection he wears a Military Medal, an 
Indian Frontier ribbon, the South 
African, and the so-called Mons. He 
is sagacious past belief in the ways and 
by-ways of the Army, which he entered 
as a band boy in the year of my birth. 

A certain faded photograph of a 
cherub incredibly pipeclayed, and of a 
betrousered young warrior 
with an oiled forelock 
emerging beneath a hat 
like an inverted Panatella 
box, repose in his wallet, 
and may be seen by diplo- 
matic approach on the 
general subject of Brodrick 
caps. Long ago he might 
have put up sergeant’s 
stripes; yea, and have 
been by now Q.MS., or 
even R.S.M.; but he would 
not. Uncasy lies the arm 
that wears a crown, and 
to be the “General” is 
honourenough in his honest 
old eyes. 

There is, indeed, a 
matter touching his pro- 
ficiency pay concerning 
which he does not rest 
content. The correspond- 
ence whereby it is finally 
to be exacted, as it has 
long ago been deserved. was 


prc me to introduce you to a 


still travelling to and fro by parcel 
post, and, at the time when this chapter 
was writing, lay heavy on the conscience 
(let us hope) of the instructor in mus- 
ketry at the depot, whose apostolic 
predecessor should long ago have 
testified to Pettifer’s proficiency with a 
Lee-Enfield. 

In the intervals of civilianism which 
he has experienced the “General ” 
bas adopted a mode of life as modest as 
any affected by the great staff officers 
of la Grande Armée. I am given to 
understand that, if country-bred, they 
have the habits of Cincinnatus; if 
town-dwellers, they have a penchant 
for the trade of tobacconist. Pettifer, 
for his part, lived in South Hackney, 
and drove a capacious cart. Trust an old 
infantryman to find something in peace- 
time which keeps his feet off the ground ! 
I wonder whether the demobilization 
authorities realize this deep-rooted desire 
for an antithesis, illustrated in the other 
sphere by the story of the Navy man 
who proposes to march inland carrying

When this particular war broke out, 
Pettifer got down from his cart, left the 
missus with one less dinner to see to, 
and “the nibs” without their Sunday 
escort, and rejoined the Buffs. In 
November they arrived in France, and 
wintered in the bracing locality of 
“* Armonteeres,” coming to the Salient 
in May 1915. 


A year after his landing he was told to 
report as batman to a new and unknown 
chaplain ; but even this was better than 
the listening-post job that he had 
“clicked” for (and volunteered for) 
again and again. Nothing had really 
impressed him during the first year, 
except the occasion when he had 
halted and refused passage to his 
brigadier. What that distinguished 
officer said, what the sergeant said, and 
what the sentry triumphantly replied, 
must be lost like the grouse in the 
gun-room. 
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“But by November 1915 there were 
only some twenty-eight of the Buffs still 
with the regiment. A big new draft, 
five hundred strong, had reached them, 
selected, so the story ran, by the 
following process. Some nine hundred 
would-be Hussars were paraded some- 
where at home; and the following 
commands were given : 

“ Roman Catholics, one pace to your 
front.” 

“Church of England, stand fast.” 

“ Otherreligions, one pace to the rear.” 


A GALLANT FIVE HUNDRED 


HE Roman Catholics were drafted 
into some Irish regiment, the Non- 
conformists into a Welsh formation, 
and the five hundred who stood fast 
found themselves in the Buffs. I cannot 
say that the ecclesiastical gain was such 
as to recommend the revival of the 
Test Acts. There is a story of a certain 
inebriate, who, upon being thus re- 
proached: “I thought you were now a 
teetotaller,” replied : ‘“ So Iam, ma’am, 
but not staunch.” Though the gallant 
five hundred stood fast for their faith 
on that question, they evinced no 
remarkable churchmanship on their 
arrival. But they were staunch enough 
in face of Fritz. It was one of their 
lieutenants, I think, who retailed con- 
versation overheard on a very bad, 
black evening : “ Well, if we’re winning 
this war, God ’elp the losers.” 
Pettifer, having at the first interview 
characteristically announced his in- 
ability to meet any domestic require- 
ments, soon developed unique capacities 
in that direction. Shortly after we 
fetched up at Talbot House, his powers 
of acquisition made themselves felt. 





[ ‘x= Horace in the “‘ Brass Bottle,” I 
became afraid to mention a need lest 
its fulfilment should bring disaster and 
disgrace. I was, for instance, over- 
heard to say that a carpet for the 
Chapel was most desirable. Within an 
hour a carpet had arrived. Enquiry 
revealed the painful fact that it had 
come from next door. “They won’t 
be wanting it, sir; they do say the 
family are in the sou’ of France.” 

It is incumbent upon the clergy to 
take their stand at such moments 
upon bed-rock principle. ‘General, J 
can’t say my prayers kneeling on a 
stolen carpet.’ Silence hereafter for a 
space: then a bright idea. “ Well, sir, 
if yer won't ’ave it in.the church, it’ll 
do lovely for yer sitting-room.” When 
even this brilliant alternative is dis- 
missed as Jesuitical, and the carpet 
restored to the place it came from, a 
few days elapse tranquilly. Then the 
“General ”’ scores heavily one morning : 
“Yer remember that carpet, sir?” J] 


admit it. “ Well, the A.S.C. ’ave 
scrounged it now.” 

But God forbid that the “General ”’ 
should be thought anti-social or un- 
neighbourly. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. This jackdaw trait is 
only in relation to things lying useless 
and idle, which none will miss; and it 
is more than outweighed by a willing- 
ness to give of his own cheerfully, 
whether or not it can easily be spared. 

He is withal the most adaptable of 
companions, and will find, in the most 
unlikely places, neighbours from Hack- 
ney who deal with the very same 
tradesmen. Failing this, he will in- 
augurate a discussion on that unfailing 
“Ruy Lopez” of the Contemptibles’ 
conversation—what is the oldest 
regiment in the Army? He is never 
at a loss in any British atmosphere, and 
in an incredibly short space of time will 
effectively ‘‘ smarten up the parade.” 


CHILDREN CALLED HIM ‘GENERAL’ 


|» foreign society he is equally at his 

ease, largely because he has eschewed 
all attempts at their methods of speech, 
and continues, like so many of the 
best Englishmen, to regard their in- 
ability to understand him as a species of 
chronic deafness, to be overcome. by 
slower articulation, sedulous repetition, 
and a raising of the voice in utterance. 
It is certainly amazing what excellent 
results may be thus obtained. 

There was, moreover, not a child in 
Poperinghe whose face did not light up 
at his approach. It was they who 
conferred upon him the title of “le 
Général,” by which he was greeted in 
every narrow street. And to many of 
the old folk as well he has been a 
benefactor in dark days; wheeling their 
“ sticks ” away to safety, or greatly con- 
cerned for the still more difficult removal 
of the bedridden. Fancy bedridden 
old, in such a town as this has been ! 


Ox March 23, 1918, just after mid- 
night,a great crash woke me. Before 
we had turned. in, several heavy shells 
had landed somewhere in the town, 
but none really near the House. This 
one was, however, obviously fairly 
close, and I lay unplearantly half 
awake, waiting for the next one to 
decide me on my course of action. As 
yet we had no dug-out worth going to, 
and I was trying to summon upcourageto 
go to.sleep again when Pettifer entered, 
candle in hand, @ la Lady Macbeth. 
On a previous occasion, when I had 
dared to leave my bed and suggest to 
Pettifer some precautionary move down- 
stairs, I had been soothed with the 
reply, “ You just stay where you are, 
sir. What I say is, if it’s got yer, it’s 
got yer.” But this time the old man

was more moved than I had ever seen 
him. “There’s a woman screaming 
somewhere, and I can’t a-bear it,’ he 
said. With that he turned, and I heard 
him go downstairs and undo the front 
door. I got the staff into the dug-out, 
such as it was (bad policy this), while 
another Janded—farther away this time. 
Then I went out and found the street 
twenty yards away blocked with debris. 
It was Cyril’s restaurant, which had 
been blown bodily into the street. Up 
among the wreckage, which was 
momentarily threatening to subside 
still further, Pettifer, assisted by 
Jimmy, another ‘‘ old sweat,’’ our 
cook, was busy. A child, a man, 
and a woman came out by some 
miracle alive and uninjured. These 
were the only survivors from among 
the eleven inmates, though at the 
time we had hopes for more, as 
there were still groans to be heard. 


T# man came down in his shirt only, 

and besought me in a dazed way 
for leg covering. I had a greatcoat 
over my pyjamas, so he had mv pyjama 
trousers then and there. Recouped 
with a pair of drawers, and sending 
across, as Pettifer required, the car- 
penter with a saw to work up the 
staircase from below if possible, I went 
to the club and telephoned for the 
fire-escape Jadder to reach the parts of 
the house still standing ; and thence to 
the A.P.M., our good friend Captain 
Strachan, who dressed and came on 
the scene with his men. 


GRIM JEST OF DEATH 


MEANWHILE the shelling had appar- 

ently ceased for the night. but our 
increased resources and the carly morning 
light only revealed the completeness of 
the catastrophe. Madame Cyril was alive 
when reached, but died shortly after- 
wards. Her husband’s head could no- 
where be found until the following day, 
when it was discovered in the house 
opposite—blown by a grim jest of 
death across the narrow street and 
through a broken window. But these 
dark details are only permissible if they 
serve to set forth the profile of my 
hero the more distinctly. 

If, indeed, no man may be “a hero 
to his own valet,” yet the converse is 
a proved event; and “A Dream of 
Honest Men-Servants, from Saul’s 
Armour-Bearer to Sancho Panza, from 
Slop to Samuel Weller,” would furnish 
a noble theme. For it, on the one hand,

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One of 200 PRISONERS at SEA 
I Saw the Raider Wolf Sink Its Victims

THE author was wireless operator on board a merchantman sunk by the German 

raider Wolf. He was kept prisoner and for manths watched this roving pirate in her 

deadly course of laying minefields in Far Eastern waters and sinking valuable ships. 

Under the resourceful Captain Nerger the Wolf cruised 64,000 miles, sank 135,000 

tons of shipping, and after a year and three months at large ran through the blockade 
back to Kiel 


had been on deck, and the Wélfchen 

was beginning to look a little 
shabby when being assembled on the 
after-deck. Rumour had it that all the 
spare plane fabric had been used. For 
once rumour was right ; it was obvious 
that the seaplane would not last much 
longer unless the wings and fuselage 
were completely re-covered. 

She was launched just before midday. 
The sea was glassy, and intensely blue ; 
there was not a ripple, just an oily 
ground-swell as the plane taxied away 
from the side of the ship and took off. 

We were all on the poop deck, as 
many as could being clustered under 
the small bit of awning we were per- 
mitted to rig. None felt too happy. 
The heat was intense; the ship was 
just on the Equator (as was found later 
in the day), and there were listless, half- 
hearted arguments among the prisoners. 

Most were uncertain whether the cap- 
ture of more ships would be to our 
advantage; although we would have 
been glad of a new prize if only to get 
plenty of fresh water from her. The 
condensers had been out of order for a 
day or two; all one day we had been 
without drinking water—no small 
matter on the Equator. Since the 
breakdown the condensers did not 
appear able to make up leeway: we 
were always more or less thirsty. On 
the other hand, no captures meant no 
coal. Then this cursed ship would not 
be able to keep at her endless wander- 
ings: she must intern. 


| T was over a month since the seaplane 


TH talk went on in this strain for 

some time; it was too hot to argue. 
Most just drowsed, or bickered, or made 
cigarettes from odd bits of newspaper 
and what tobacco the German sailors 
had been induced to part with. 

On this first scouting flight the sca- 
plane was not long away. The engine 
was heard first, then back she came. 
It always was a pretty sight to see 
Wolfchen landing; she looked par- 
ticularly well this time planing down 


like an albatross on the blue swell. 
Observer Stein was excited about 
something : as he came hurriedly aboard 
it was clear that he had sighted some 
vessel. Orders then came aft to furl 
the prisoners’ awning and to clear the 
poop—signs of trouble for another 
unlucky ship. We had our midday meal 
as usual, but afterwards were not 
allowed on deck. 


Azovt two o'clock the ship was hove- 

to for a few moments while the 
seaplane again was hoisted over the 
side. She could be heard taking off 
immediately afterwards. . 

The crew took up action stations 
when the plane was clear away: as 
usual, the gun and torpedo crews sat 
hidden below the rails or under cover 
of the deck until the prize-to-be was 
within range. There was always some 





suppressed excitement on these occa- 
sions; as the Wolf steamed closer to 
the oncoming ship, the prisoners lost 
their previous lethargy and became 
almost as eager as the crew. 

Contrary to the usual custom, the 
hatch of our hold was open and we had 
a view of part of the deck. Directly 
above rose the mainmast. About three 
we saw through the hatch the German 
ensign run up, a stopping shot being 
fired from forward at the same time. 

There was a pause of about a minute : 
all conjectured that the strange ship had 
surrendered quictly. The impressive 
black-eagled ensign, topped with white 
pennant, was flying high above our 
heads. All were staring curiously at 
this when there was a scurry on deck, 
the hinged sides of the ship crashed 
against the bull, and the raider let go a 
full broadside. 

This was the first time in all the 
months we had been aboard that a 
broadside of four guns had been fired, 
and the ship did not take it too well. 
She was not built for it. She reeled 
back ; everything movable came crash- 
ing round our ears; the hold filled with 
fumes and dust ; rivets, bolts, and wood- 
splinters came down from the decks 
and the bulkheads. 

Every man in the hold was on his 
feet now—it looked like trouble for the 
raider. A quick order on deck, and the 
four starboard guns fire again. Wolf 
vave another lurch, and the wooden 
partitions in the hold collapsed.

In every case the crews were taken on board, 


and, as can be gathered from Mr. Alexander's chapter. the captives suffered only inevitable 


hardships.

captains of German commerce raiders, distinguished himself by his energy, ingenuity and, 
in so far as possible, humanity.

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The guard at the ladder being occu- 
pied with the happenings on deck, | 
was able to slip up to the wash-place 
and get a peep from under the poop. 
Less than a mile away on the star- 
board beam was a good-sized passenger 
steamer, painted war-grey. Part of her 
funnel had just been shot away, her 
hull was holed by gunfire at a couple of 
points, some of her lifeboats were clear 
of the side, others were coming down 
the side. At the stern a gun was clearly 
visible—apparently cleared away, and 
with a number of wounded flapping on 
the deck around it. The stranger 
appeared still to be slowly going ahead : 
now her engines gave a kick to full speed 
and another gun crew made a dash to 


the gun at the stern. 

Y" another salvo from the raider 
burst at the ship’s stern, one shell 

tearing into the hull above the water- 

line, the others sweeping the deck 

and wiping out the gun’s crew. 

The seaplane circled at her bows and 
dropped a couple of bombs. Her 
engines now stopped. Then, with the 
lifeboats being lowered and the boarding- 
party already leaving the raider, another 
round was fired point-blank at the 
passenger vessel. A shell passed through 
a deckhouse on the boat deck and burst 
near a group of people round a boat ; 
another boat capsized and hung on from 
its falls, dropping its occupants into 
the sea, 

This last shot was sickening. At first 
sight it appeared cold-blooded murder—

The ship, a Japanese mail steamer, 
was holed in several places ; many 
dead and injured were lying on her 
smashed decks ; some of her people 
were in the water; others were 
pulling round in the lifeboats. In one 
boat, apparently sinking, passengers 
were bailing furiously with their sun- 
helmets to keep it afloat. 


HE Wolf’s boats were lowered for 
rescue work, and the boarding party 
made for the Jap; but all gun crews 
remained at their stations in case of 
further trouble. At this point we were 
seen peering out and were chased below. 
Then the lifeboats from the Japanese 
ship began to come alongside. The 
empty mine compartment (number three 
hold, which had been emptied off 
Anambas) was quickly opened up, and 
as the dozens of people came up over 
the side they were all herded down into 
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These two photographs give some idea of the crowded state of the Wolf during the later 

months of her long cruise. That immediately above was taken when she was attacking one 

of her last victims and the prisoners have come on deck to watch her sink and to welcome 

more unwanted fellow passengers. The photograph top left was taken after the arrival of 
the Wolf at Kiel; the captives are bringing their food on board.

them out. 

We had been hunted from our peep- 
holes under the poop, but we had a 
good view of the next hold through the 
rivet-holes in the bulkhead, there being 
several more holes here after the 
afternoon’s gunfire. 

It was a strange scene—the bare steel 
hold, covered with dust and rubbish, 
and then this mixed collection of people 


trooping down into it. And a startling 
change for them, in less than an hour, 
from the decks of a liner to this hole. 
But most of the new arrivals seemed 
glad enough still to be alive, and to have 
any deck at all under them. They came 
a bit dithered and bewildered, but 
calmly enough, on the whole. 


There were uniformed Portuguese 
soldiers on their way from Macao and 
Goa, English civilians and a couple of 
military men (Anglo-Indians), Chinese, 
native Indians, Americans, Japanese 
civilian passengers and naval ratings, 
half-castes—all the mixed humanity 
usually found on passenger ships trading 
Kast. 


There were a few women and children. 
Not many. Women were not allowed to 
travel at sea these times unless abso- 
lutely necessary : a Chinese woman and 
her child, an elderly American lady 
who took a seat on a packing-case as 
calmly and graciously as if she were 
taking a seat at a bridge table, an 
Indian woman, a Japanese stewardess, 
a couple of others. 


\W/ its these people out of the way in 

the hold, Nerger was able to give his 
full attention to the prize—the Japanese 
mail steamer, Hitachi Maru. The ships 
were about four hundred miles west- 
south-west of Colombo, and among the 
string of atolls and reefs forming the 
Maldive Islands, although none of this 
scattered group of islands was then in 
sight. 

Captain Nerger had to get away from 
this locality : merchantmen or patrolling 
cruisers were likely to appear at any 
time. This point was dead on the 
Colombo-South Africa track, then one 
of the busiest trade routes in the 
Indian Ocean. 


The rudder of the captured ship had 
been damaged by gunfire, and the ship 
would not steer. The raider’s engineers 
got to work on her, but it was a couple 
of hours before she was patched up 
sufficiently to be moved to a less- 
frequented quarter where she could be 
looted without interruption. 


When the engineers finally reported 
the prize ready to proceed, Nerger 
staged a dramatic mass burial. The dead 
from the decks of the liner were placed 
in hammocks ; that is, a certain amount 
of dead body was placed in each ham- 
mock—some were unrecognized dollops 
of flesh. The usual burial ceremony 
was then gone through, Captain Nerger 
and his men being drawn up on the 
raider, with the prize crew and most of 
the Japanese lined up aboard Hitachi 
Maru. 

The scene was impressive in the 
extreme: the raider and her prize

In this contemporary drawing made by an eye witness, R. Schmidt of Kiel, the Wolf is seen 
entering Kiel harbour on February 19, 1918, after having been at sea fourteen and a half 


months. 


The chief scenes of her operations were the Atlantic and Indian Oceans. 


At one 


time as many as 55 Allied warships were in pursuit of her, but in the vast ocean spaces their 
task was an almost hopeless one. The Wolf was a converted Hansa liner of 3,600 tons, armed 


with two 6-in. and four 4-in. guns. 


She also carried a small scouting seaplane and 500 mines.

lying motionless in the glow of an 
Indian Ocean sunset, the long row of 
bodies splashing overboard, then the 
propellers turning again as raider and 
victim left this ill-omened spot. 

There were others than those on deck 
present at this ceremony. A couple of 
drowned bodies were visible in the 
clear water well below the keels of the 
ships as the dead Japanese seamen went 
overboard to join them. 


This phenomenon of stationary bodies 
under the keel is not uncommon in 
tropical waters, particularly near reefs 
of coral formation, where the sea is 
strangely clear. A drowned person, 
and sometimes an unweighted body 
going overboard, will sink so far and 
no farther, remaining suspended and 
with an uncanny appearance of life. 


T# two ships kept on all night at 

the Wolf’s best speed. Nerger (pre- 
pared for everything, as usual) had a 
destination in mind where he could 
strip the new prize. While the two 
ships steamed on, down in the holds 
the new prisoners gave us their side 
of the day’s events. 

The ship was one of the fleet of the 
N.Y.K. Line, and was on her usual 
voyage from Yokohama to London 
via Hong Kong, Singapore, and Colombo. 
She had left Colombo less than two days 
previously, and her noon position that 
day had been latitude 6°20° north, 
longitude 74°3° east. In common with 
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most ships she had been diverted from 
the Mediterranean route and was on her 
way via South Africa. Her first port 
after Colombo would have been Delagoa 
Bay, Portuguese East Africa. 

Temporarily, the Colombo-Red Sea 
route was not used by most merchant 
ships. Submarine activities in the 
Mediterranean had caused the bulk of 
the cargo and passenger trade to be 
diverted to the Cape route. This 
alteration of the trade routes in late 
1917 and 1918 well demonstrated that 
the Mediterranean is not the vital 
Empire link it is usually thought to 
be. India, Australia, and the Far 
East got along without any noticeable 
inconvenience during those eighteen 
months when most of our ships voyaged 
via South Africa. 

The passengers had been lounging 
on deck in the afternoon when the 
raider had edged in on the ship, most 
on board taking little interest in what 
they thought was an ordinary cargo 
vessel. 

Dovetailing the stories of the 
passengers and the German crew with 
what little we had seen ourselves, 
there was no doubt that the Hitachi 
Maru had been handled in a manner 
typically Japanese. The whole affair 
had been a mixture of treachery, 
hysteria, and bravery: bravery which 
was not strictly bravery at all, but a 
form of exalted hysteria. 
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More, this Hitachi incident was 
interesting in that it was one of the 
few known occasions where a Japanese 
ship was opposed to a warship of a 
white race. Except the Russo-Japanese 
war, where the Russians were hopelessly 
unprepared. 

Hitachi Maru did everything wrong. 
She could do about fourteen knots ; had 
a good wireless installation; had a 
modern 4°7 gun mounted aft. 

She should not, in the first place, 
have allowed a strange vessel to 
approach her. But British shipmasters 





COMMANDANT OF FAITHFUL FRIENDS 


Colonel Richardson entered the Army in 

1882 and after his retirement took up the 

training of dogs for Anny and Police 

work, in 1898.

Elliott and Fry 


OFFERED my services to the British 
Red Cross Society with some trained 
ambulance dogs, and was sent by 

the Society to Belgium early in August 
1914. I made my way as far as Brussels, 
only to find the enemy entering the 
city from the east and the Belgians 
falling back, while our own army had 
not come up. I succeeded in getting 
out of Brussels with the dogs and 
reached Ostend, but the conditions on 
the Western front soon became, as I have 
said, impossible for the successful use 
of ambulance dogs. The French War 
Office entirely forbade their use with 
their army after the first few weeks. 

After some months I received a 

number of requests from officers for 
dogs for sentry and patrol work. I did 
my best to supply these, and found 
Airedales answered the purpose well. I 
also sent some to the Belgian army. 
During this time, I understand, many 
officers were writing to the War Office, 
asking that dogs should be supplied 
officially for several purposes. 


had also fallen into that error, as proved 
by their presence among the prisoners. 
The greater errors were in the Jap’s 
behaviour after allowing the raider 
within range. Then it was too late for 
action. He had no right to sacrifice 
his passengers and crew in an unequal en- 
counter. Yet, if he had turned his stern 
and his gun on the raider a little earlier 
he could possibly, with his superior 
speed, have given the German a hiding. 

When challenged by the raider, 
answering signals were hoisted im- 
mediately. By signal he agreed to every- 
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thing, while at the same time he cleared 
his gun for action. The lifeboats were 
lowered with the ship still under way ! 
The crew, worked to a frenzy. kept 
drawing fire by rushing to the gun 
when there was no chance of using it. 
To cap matters, and again to draw the 
raider’s fire, he began to use his wireless 
after the ship had stopped and was 
helpless. It did not occur to the Jap 
to use it first. It was all a sorry mess. 
Later, the captain provided a good 
theatrical Japanese climax by com- 
mitting suicide aboard the Wolf. 
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| Trained the DOGS of WAR 
Faithful Messengers Under Shell Fire 
by Lt.-Col. E. H. Richardson, O.B.E. 


THe famous trainer of police dogs who writes the following chapter had had earlier 
experience before 19/4 of training dogs for war purposes, having supplied these 
intelligent animals to the Russian Armies during the Russo-Japanese war and to 
the Spanish in Morocco. During the Great War he was commandant of the War 
Dog Training School for the British Army, and supplied a large number of dogs to the 


Army in France and the Dardanelles. 


He here describes the methods adopted to 


train these valuable messengers and sentries 


In the winter of 1916 I received a 
letter from an officer in the Royal 
Artillery, in which he expressed a great 
desire for trained dogs to keep up com- 
munications between his outpost and 
the battery, during heavy bombard- 
ment, when telephones are rendered 
useless and the risk to runners is 
enormous. He asked if I would train 
some dogs to carry messages, and I 
promised to do so. I made many 
experiments with a large number of 
dogs, and at last I got two dogs to 
carry messages homewards regularly 
without a hitch for two miles. They 
were both Airedales, and their names 
were Wolf and Prince. 


THEY left for France on the last day of 

1916, and went direct to Thiepval, 
under escort ofa gunner. The dogs were 
very intelligently managed in France, for 
although they had been trained without 
any of the adjuncts of war, they settled 
down successfully, and began to carry 
messages regularly. Colonel Winter, 
R.A., to whom they went, was very 
kind in assisting me with suggestions, 
and I found the hints he gave me very 
useful later on. The first report on 
these two dogs was as follows : 


“From: O.C. 56th Brigade, Royal 
Field Artillery. 
“To: R.A. Headquarters, 11th Divi- 
sion, 
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“In continuation of my letter No. 
549, dated the 7th inst., during the 
operations against Wytschaete Ridge 
two messenger dogs attached to this 
brigade were sent forward at one a.m. 
One was attached to the forward liaison 
officer and one with the group forward 
observation officer. 

“ After being led up through com- 
munication trenches during darkness, 
they went forward as soon as the attack 
was launched, passing through the 
smoke barrage.... One was dis- 
patched at 10.45 a.m. and the other at 
12.45 p.m. 

“ Both dogs reached brigade head- 
quarters, travelling a distance as the 
crow flies of 4,000 yards over ground 
they had never seen before and over an 
exceptionally difficult terrain. The dog 
dispatched at 12.45 p.m. reached his 
destination under the hour, bringing in 
an important message, and this was 
the first message which was received, 
all visual communication having failed. 

“ (Signed) 0.C. 56th Brigade, R.F.A.” 


Two other reports on these dogs are 
as follows : 

“When the Germans withdrew their 
line in the spring of 1917, the dogs were 
taken up the night before to a wood 
east of Bucquoy. They were then 
sent up to a forward observation post, 
4,000 yards to the east of the wood, 


and were released with important 
messages. They found their way back, 
through masses of troops on the march, 
to the wood, although they had only 
arrived there the night previously, and 
the ground was quite unknown to 
them. 

** On the attack on the Vimy Ridge 
the dogs were employed with an 
artillery observation post. All the 
telephones were broken, and visual 
signalling was impossible. The dogs 
were the first to bring through news.’’ 


TH definite results obtained through 

these two dogs, and through Colonel 
Winter’s initiative, led the authorities 
to inquire into the question of establish- 
ing some means whereby supplies of 
these messenger dogs could be provided 
for the Army. I was ordered to the 
War Office to discuss the matter. 
Suffice it to say, I was glad to propose 
a definite plan for starting an official 
school of instruction for military dogs, 
and that my ideas were agreed to. It 
was decided that the school should be 
formed at Shoeburyness, for the reason 
that the constant firing of the big guns 
would be excellent training for the 
dogs. Mrs. Richardson accompanied me. 
She has a great gift for training animals, 
and much of the success of the military 
dog service was due to her skill and 
devotion to duty. 

A certain number of men were to be 
sent to the school each month for in- 
struction in handling the dogs, and these 
men at the end of the course, which 





lasted about five weeks, took the dogs 
overseas. The men were at first re- 
cruited in France from battalions 
whose commanding officers expressed a 
wish to have dispatch dogs. This sys- 
tem was carried on for several months, 
but while the utility of the dogs was 
clearly proved, it was found that there 
was not enough supervision over their 
working and management in the field, 
and the full measure of usefulness was 
not being brought out in many regi- 
ments. In certain battalions, com- 
manding officers with a sympathy for 
dogs and an eye to the value to be 
obtained from their service would 
make arrangements that full use should 
be made of them, and, moreover, kept 
records of their work and sent them to 
G.H.Q. in France. 


T# inability of our people to recognize 

that a dog is capable of real work 
and is worth taking seriously was a 
stumbling-block in many cases, and it 
was soon reported to me that the capa- 
bilities of these valuable and highly 
trained dogs were being inadequately 
recogniz2d, and their keepers could not 
get sufficient attention paid to the 
working needs of their service. 


I reported the matter, and as_ the 
result an officer was appointed—Major 
Waley, M.C., R.E.—to superintend the 
organizing of the messenger-dog service 
in France. It was found that better 
results could be obtained by withdraw- 
ing all the dogs with their keepers from 
the separate battalions, and forming 
the whole into a complete unit. A 
central kennel was formed at Etaples, 
where the dogs and keepers were col- 
lected on being withdrawn from the 
battalions. 

From this central kennel the dogs 
were, with their keepers, posted to 
sectional kennels behind the front line. 
Each sectional kennel was in charge of 
a sergeant, and had about forty-eight 
dogs and sixteen men allotted to it. 
From these sectional kennels the dogs 
were sent, with their keepers, to the 
proportion of three dogs to one man, to 
the active sectors. His dogs were then 
taken away from him by certain men 
detailed from the infantry battalions 
in the brigade, and were led up to the 
front line. 

The keeper remained at brigade head- 
quarters, watching for the dogs’ return, 
and ready to deliver the messages they 
brought to the officer commanding. 


SHE SERVED MANY MASTERS WELL 


This beautiful collie was the trench messenger dog of the 5th Manchesters and is here seen 
at Cuinchy on January 26, 1918. Known as Nell, she worked throughout the war and 
Major Richardson estimates that she saved scores of lives. Some idea of the proportion of 
difierent breeds employed can be gathered from the fact that out of 340 dogs sent to 
France during a certain period 74 were collies, 70 lurchers, 66 Airedales, 36 sheepdogs and 
33 retrievers, the remaining 61 being of 13 other breeds.

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Colonel Richardson records in_ this 
chapter that one of the dogs he had 
trained covered a distance of over 
4,000 yards over a difficult and unknown 
terrain in less than an hour’ The three 
photographs in this page show stages in 
the training of some of the dogs that 
fitted them for such feats of endurance 
and sagacity. The early part of the train- 
ing took place in England under Colonel 
Richardson, and the kennels in France 
were in the nature of finishing schools. 






In the top photograph men of the R.E. 
Signals are showing four dogs of different 
breeds the lie of the land. Left, a mes- 
senger dog is finishing one of its runs by 
swimming a canal, while its trainer en- 
courages it from the bank. Above. the 
dog has scrambled up the bank and the 
message, taken from the water-tight 
cylinder on its collar, is being read.

Very careful regulations for the correct 
management of the messenger dogs and 
their keepers were drawn up and issued. 
This method of concentration and 
supervision soon began to give excellent 
results. 

In the meantime the training work 
proceeded steadily at the War Dog 
School at Shoeburyness, and class after 
class of trained men and dogs were sent 
overseas, where they were concen- 
trated, in the first place, at the central 
kennels before being distributed to the 
sectional kennels. 

A new branch of activity had, besides, 
commenced at Shoeburyness. As the 
demand for fighting men became in- 
creasingly insistent, large numbers who 
had been doing guard duty all over 
Britain were withdrawn, and the secur- 
ity of munition factories, magazines, and 
vulnerable points of all kinds was an 
anxious one for the Government.

| was sent for and questioned as to 

whether the dogs could be of service at 
this juncture to act as guards and replace 
man-power. I said most emphatically 
they could. From my experience, how- 
ever, in pre-war years, as applied to 
civilian needs, I knew that, in order to 
be successful, careful management of 
these guard dogs would be necessary, 
and therefore I drew up a list of regu- 
lations which was issued to each centre 
where these dogs were employed. Once 
this branch was fairly started, appli- 
cations began to pour in from all parts 
of the country. 

At this time, also, a request for sentry 
dogs for use with the troops at Salonika 
was referred to me. The desire was 
particularly for Airedales, and they 
were to be used in the listening-posts in 
the front line to give warning of enemy 
approach. There were thus, at this 
time, three separate branches of training 
proceeding at the school. With these 
increasing demands upon the school it 
was found that the supply of suitable 
dogs so far obtained was becoming 
inadequate. 

At first the only supply was from the 
Home for Lost Dogs at Battersea. Then 
the Birmingham, Liverpool, Bristol and 
Manchester Dogs’ Homes were invited 
to help by sending any suitable dogs 
to the school. Many a _ homeless, 
deserted “stray” was saved from the 
lethal chamber and transformed into 
a useful member of His Majesty’s 
Forces. Later, the Home Office ordered 
the police all over the country to send 
all stray dogs of certain breeds to the 
school. 

Finally, when even these sources were 
not sufficient, the War Office decided to 
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appeal to the public for gifts. The 
response was exceedingly generous. 
The country was, at this time, passing 
through especially serious times, and 
many people were only too glad to help 
by sending their dogs. The food 
shortage also was much accentuated, 
and it was felt that the family friend 
would be certain to receive good food 
and care in the Army. 

Some of the letters received at this 
time testify to the unselfish spirit in the 
country. 


A lady wrote: ‘‘I have given my 
husband and my sons, and now that 
he too is required, I give my dog.”’ 
From a little girl: ‘‘ We have let 
Daddy go to fight the Kaiser, and now 
we are sending Jack to do his bit.’’ 
An ‘‘ Old Contemptible ’’ said: ‘I 
have been through Mons, and have 
lost a leg and nearly lost my life, and 
have not much I can give my country, 
but I gladly give my dog to help.’’ 


A sporting person sent his lurcher, 
with the remark; “I am sending you 
my dog Sam. He has always found his 
own grub and has plenty of sense, so 
should be of use.’’ Sam did not have to 
find his own grub any longer when at 
the school, but he nevertheless earned it. 

A splendid collection of dogs was 
daily assembled. Many of them were 
fine show specimens, while others of 
humble ancestry nevertheless came with 
wise faces and willing hearts. They 
were one and all welcome, and were 
made to feel so. The attitude of mind 
was in most cases that of a schoolboy 
plunged into a large public school— 
bewilderment and sometimes homesick- 
ness for a short time—but as it was 
found that reassuring, kindly human 
voices were all around, and that excellent 
dinners were going, they soon became 
quite at home. Added to this, life 
offered most interesting companionship

with other dogs, and also a completely 
new experience in what seemed to the 
dog the learning of a new sort of game. 

Each recruit was carefully tested for 
three different duties—messenger, sen- 
try, or guard work. Sometimes they 
failed in one but succeeded in another, 
but all had a good chance to show some 
sort of initiative. In the event of a dog 
showing no desire for work of any sort 
it was returned to the source whence it 
came. 

The more one has to do with the 
canine race the clearer it is seen that as 
regards psychology there is little differ- 
ence between it and the human race, 
and I much regret to say that it was 
my experience to find occasionally the 
canine “ conscientious objector ” among 
the recruits... . 


We had many distinguished visitors. 

Field-Marshal French inspected 
the school, accompanied by General 
Lowther. This was before the results 
of the work that had been done had 
been fully demonstrated, and the 
genuine interest Lord French showed 
in the dogs, and the few words of helpful 
encouragement he gave me, at a time 
when very great difficulties were being 
overcome, will always be remembered 
with gratitude. A large number of 
officers belonging to the Allied and 
neutral countries also visited the school, 


besides various travelling parties of 
Allied and Colonial editors. During 
the summer of 1917 so numerous were 
the requests from various officials to 
visit the school that a special day had 
to be set aside once a week for this 
purpose, so that the training should not 
be hampered. 

Everything by this time was going 
with a swing. A large number of men 
and dogs were being turned out fully 
trained, and Major Waley had the 
system of posting in France on a good 
basis. The demand for more and yet 
more dogs, both as messengers and 
guards, became insistent. The former 
proved themselves speedy and life- 
saving in maintaining communication 
in the field, and the latter as a means 
of substituting man-power and pro- 
tecting Government property of every 
kind. In June 1918 I made an inspec- 
tion of the entire messenger dog service 
in France, accompanied by Major 
Waley. We also visited the French 
front, and were greatly interested in 
the work done in the French Army with 
dogs. I had a conversation with the 
famous General Gouraud, whose won- 
derful defence near Rheims in July 
1918 will be remembered. The general 
is a great believer in dogs, and in speak- 
ing of messenger dogs he said: “ If only 
two out of six dogs come back with their 
messages I am satisfied.” 


Previous to this I had already paid 
two visits to the dogs on the French 
front. In April 1915 I visited the 
French 6th Army at Villers Cotterets, 
and also in December the same year I 
visited the 7th French Army in the 
Vosges, where I was hospitably received 
by Monsieur Paul Megnin, who has 
done so much to forward this work in 
the French Army. 


On my return to England a large 

extension to the work, and a propor- 
tionate increase to the establishment of 
the War Dog School, was ordered by the 
War Office. By this time it was found 
that the available training-ground at 
Shoeburyness was becoming too con- 
gested. A site was chosen on Matley 
Ridge, above Lyndhurst. There was a 
splendid stretch of country here, and 
the training went on satisfactorily until 
May 1919. During that month the 
school was moved to Bulford, on Salis- 
bury Plain. 

In November 1918 the Armistice 
came, but just before that event the 
latest instructions for divisional attack 
were issued. In these it was ordered 
that infantry battalions in the attack 
were to be provided with messenger 
dogs. This seemed to set a seal on the 
work. The long uphill struggle, the 
open sneers, the active obstruction, the 
grudging assistance, all was forgotten 
in the knowledge that countless men’s 


WHERE THE DOGS OF WAR WERE KENNELLED 


Below is the scene of the dog barracks at Etaples where, as Colonel Richardson states in 
this chapter, the messenger dogs and their keepers were collected before being posted to 
the sectional kennels and then to their active sectors. A glance at the photograph shows 
how varied were the breeds, from pedigree dogs to mongrels, that formed this remarkable 
four-footed contingent.

The rectangular ruined fragment of 
the Cloth Hall is contained in its 
scaffold box. Grasses and wildflowers 
on the tops of the walls make the ruin 
beautiful. In spring the jackdaws feed 
their young in the nests within the 
masonry gaps on high. The less un- 
observant American visitors notice the 
fourway trumpets of the siren on the 
top of the ruin, and ask their guides 
if it is “the old original gas-horns of 
the British” .... 

After sunset I walked on the ram- 
parts of Ypres, whose brickwork, up- 
holding a deep bank of earth, is cracked 
and fallen in places, so that it is wise to 
go carefully. Once there were hundreds 
of dug-outs in these ramparts, lit by 
electric light from a power station near 
the Menin Gate. The building of the 
power station is almost as it was before 
the War, almost the only place remain- 
ing of Old Ypres. 

At night rats used to squeal whenever 
a light was flashed on them, because 
they had learned that a light usually 
meant a revolver shot. The beasts used 
to eat everything; they would climb 
down the string of a swung sandbag 
and eat the reserve candles it contained. 

I walked on the ramparts with another 
man—the wraith of my old (or my very 
young) self. That wraith fluttered with 
fear and disquiet and homesickness ;

Ghostly Memories Crowded in Upon Me

THE famous author of “ Tarka the Otter” and other literary masterpieces here 
describes a visit to Ypres when that ancient city was being restored to its former 


glories. 


Like many another pilgrim who had known the shell-torn ruins of the 


war period, he was haunted by memories of “the marching of the feet of men in 
sweat and fear ”’—and though peace reigned in the cobbled streets once more, his 
mind was not entirely at rest 


it thought of the sorrows of a mother’s 
face. Both faces may have hidden 
these human feelings at parting, owing 
to an unnatural convention, but the 
eyes must have betrayed. 

Below the scarred brick ramparts 
lay the still water of the moat, with its 
deep bed of iron and lead. Fish were 
rising, swallows and swifts taking their 
last evening sips as they flew. The new 
Menin Gate rose white and great 
between two sections of neatly repaired 
brickwork. Children were running out 
of the “ Shannon ” cinema, built on the 
bank across the water. Motor-cars 
coming down the Menin Road, carrying 
people to a jolly Saturday night in the 
Ypres cafés with their friends, bumped 
and swung over the uneven pavé 
surface, their sirens filling the lighted 
white hollow under the new Gate. 


I saw these things, and the wraith 
with me wondered ; for I heard in 
my mind, farther away than my mind, 
the marching of the feet of men in 
sweat and fear, the clatter of wheels, 
and the hoofs of animals not knowing 
why they were there in the roar and 
flash and appalling terror of bursting 
shells. Everything is fear and ruin, 
and ringed in a semi-circle—a salient 
—of pale white wavering lights. 


Hex are passing up the Menin Road, 

and over the quaking track of beech- 
slabs ; and I long to turn away from 
the darkness and the outer darkness of 
its being, and to be home again and to 
seek cherishing there. 

Long grasses and wild trees grow on 
the ramparts. When you walk there at 
twilight, wary of the broken tops of the 
sally-ports, you see the new houses, 
all without a chip or a tile missing ; but 
they do not obscure the passing of the 
men. No, it is not men; it is a force 
that is passing, an invisible wind that 
hurls down the stones and the bricks 
soundlessly, that fills the Grand’ Place 
and all the streets with cries and 
shouts and the last screams of the dying, 
and yet all is without sound. 
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I left the ramparts and sought the 
café where my foot-weary companion 
was awaiting me. There was much 
noise in there, and the lights were 
bright. Men were playing billiards ; 
others talked with animation at the 
tables; waiters hurried with trays of 
filled glasses. I heard the click of 
billiard balls, the happy Saturday night 
chatter of men who know they need not 
work on the morrow. Smoke straying 
from pipes and cigarettes, laughter. 
“Good health ” from my friend to me, 
I looked up, took a pull at the pale- 
yellow beer and nodded to him. But 
the café scene fades, and I am a wraith 
again in the darkness, rushing by, yet 
stagnant amid the soundless cries, the 
viewless white flashes of field-guns 
lighting the broken wall and the 
scattered rubble; the misery of men 
marching, laden and sweating, through 
the ruin of the Menin Gate. 

Passing strings of men_ slouching 
away from the line, thinking only of 
sleep, sleep, sleep; slouching on, any- 
where, anyhow, puttees over boots, 
feet swelled and unfelt, stumbling but 
slouching on again. Nearer and nearer 
the haunting flares, rifle-slings cutting 
into shoulders, thighs and ribs and 
arms over-hot with sweat, the bruised 
feet hastening to get away from Hell- 
Fire Corner. Christ! Jerry’s five-nines 
were crumping and sending the timber 
track into the air! The orficer will not 
let them be killed ! 


As: prayers do not deflect the 

hissing flight of bullets that rip, or 
dissolve the shell that scatters trunk 
and limbs into charred fragments 
among the upheaved tree-stumps of 
Polygon Wood. 

I get up and go back to the ramparts. 
The evening star is a rayless bright 
point of silver in the western sky. The 
edges of the moat are dimly whitened 
with cement rocks tipped from the bank. 
There are tins, too, and rusty lengths 
of angle-iron. Nettles grow out of the

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THE WAR SEEN BY THE SOLDIER POET 


In this section a few of the memorable poems written during the World War, many by men who 
were there, are given. They have been chosen to show that the poetic genius which had such a 
remarkable flowering during the four years of war manifested itself in many forms. Different 
angles of approach and different moods are apparent, but behind them all the fine spirit of these 
war-time poets is manifest. Some, such as “‘ In Flanders Fields” and “‘ For the Fallen,” have a 
poignant pathos that makes them sure of immortal life in English literature. Others, in lighter 
vein, provoke only the laughter that is very near akin to tears. Much of the strength of these 
verses must be ascribed to the fact that they were inspired by what their authors had actually 
experienced. They were, moreover, written in war time, when impressions were fresh, and some of 
them even within sound of the guns. As Dr. Inge has said, ‘‘ There is no boasting, no swagger, no 
hatred of the enemy ” in the great majority of the poems of war 


THE SEND - OFF 


Wilfred Owen, already recognized in his lifetime as a poet of genius, 
joined the 2nd Manchesters on the Somme in January 1917. He was 
killed a week before the Armistice, November 4, 1918, aged 25 


Down the close, darkening lanes they sang their way 
To the siding-shed, 
And lined the train with faces grimly gay. 


Their breasts were stuck all white with wreath and spray 
As men’s are. dead. 


Dull porters watched them, and a casual tramp 
Stood staring hard, 

Sorry to miss them from the upland camp. 
Then, unmoved, signals nodded, and a lamp 
Winked to the guard. 


So secretly, like wrongs hushed-up, they went. 
They were not ours : 
We never heard to which front these were sent ;

ARMY, CORPS AND DIVISION: THEIR BATTLE SIGNS EXPLAINED 


ARMY, Corps and Divisional Signs came into existence owing to the necessity of having some means of identify- 

ing the transport and personnel of a particular unit or formation. These signs had to be simple and dis- 
tinctive, so that they could easily be recognized at a distance, and played a great part in establishing a 
feeling of esprit de corps in the divisions. Below are listed the principal Army, Corps and Divisional signs used 
by the British Expeditionary Force, the numbers corresponding to the drawings given in the page opposite. 


(1) G.H.Q.,  B.E.F., France. 
Band of red above, blue beneath. 

(2) Ist Army. G.H.Q. cars 
bore a white stripe on the back. 

(3) 2nd Army. Black band on 
a red background bore army 
number in Roman numerals. 

(4) 3rd Army. Bull’s eye on 
bars. Adopted 1917 when Sir 
Julian Byng took command. 

(5) 4th Army. Chosen in 1917 
after Sir Henry Rawlinson had 
spent his leave boar hunting.

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The WAR’S BILL to HUMANITY 
The Suffering Still Goes On 


by C. A. Lyon 


Nor FORGOTTEN ” is a term which we like to use in speaking of the war heroes 
who are still, many years afterwards, suffering from and incapacitated by their war 


injuries. 


But it is impossible for anyone to remember or realize the true extent 


of war’s tragedy still manifest amongst us in thousands of broken lives. Mr. Lyon’s 
brief marshalling of a few significant facts provides terrible evidence of the lingering 


misery inherited by many 


o you know that there are still 
D nearly a million people directly 
suffering from the war ? 

One Briton in fifty is still a war 
victim. 

Here are some thought-compelling 
figures : 

Four hundred and forty-two thousand 
men are still living so maimed, gassed, 
nerve-racked, or otherwise ruined in 
health that they cannot work or can 
only work with diminished efficiency, 
and are partly or wholly dependent on 
the State for money to live. 

One hundred and twenty-seven 
thousand widows still mourn men they 
last saw in khaki some day in the 
years between 1914 and 1918. 

Two hundred and_ twenty-four 
thousand parents and other depend- 
ants are still suffering through the 
loss of sons or relatives who were 
their breadwinners, and have to be 
helped financially by the State. 


thousands of war veterans 


Only detailed figures can give an idea 
of the suffering that the great war is 
still causing today in this twentieth 
year of the peace. 

Below are given reliable estimates, 
made by experts, of the armies of war- 
injured who still form part of Britain’s 
population. 

These estimates are based on Ministry 
of Pensions figures, and, if the figures 
seem surprisingly large, remember that 
the less seriously injured men living 
today conceal their wounds as well as 
they can. 

As for the thousands of more seriously 
injured, they are seldom seen in the 
streets. 

There are 8,000 men with one or both 
legs amputated and 3,600 with one or 
both arms amputated, a total of nearly 
12,000 men who have lost limbs. 

There are £0,000 men with impaired

arms and legs not serious enough for, 
or curable by, amputation. 

There are 10,000 men whose eyesight 
has been injured by poison gas, shrapnel, 
bombs and shells, and of these 2,000 
are blind. 

There are 15,000 with head injuries, 
many of whom still have to wear metal 
plates to protect them. 

There are 11,000 who were deafened 
by bursting bombs and shells and 
through other causes. 

There are 7,000 who suffer from 
hernia, for whom many of the active 
pursuits of life are impossible. 

There are 2,200 still suffering from 
frost-bite contracted in the trenches. 
Some of them have had limbs amputated. 

There are 32,000 more who suffer 
from various wounds not officially 
classed. 

Those are the figures for wounds. The 
legacy of disease that persists to this 
day is more terrible still. 

100,000 men are afflicted with diseases 
too numerous to be separately classified. 

41,000 suffer from chest complaints, 
including bronchitis and tuberculosis, 
brought on by the war, often as a result 
of gassing. 

38,000 suffer still from heart disease, 
often brought on by unaccustomed 
strain and carrying too heavy weights. 

28,000 suffer from rheumatism severe 
enough to convince the not-too-easily 
convinced Ministry of Pensions doctors 


that they ought to be given disability 
pensions. We all know there are many 
more who suffer but get no pension at all. 

25,000 are still suffering from nervous 
disorders or are neurasthenics. 

2,800 are epileptics. 

3,200, their minds broken by the 
horrors of war, are still in asylums. 

A great army of doctors, nurses, 
masseurs, artificial limb makers, oculists 
and hospital staffs still work to make 
life a little more tolerable for the worst 
war wounded. 

There are 14,000 men whose wounds 
are still unhealed and who have to get 
medical and surgical treatment. 


I know of one who “celebrated ’’ 
the twentieth anniversary of the end 
of the war by having his hand 
amputated as the result of a wound 
which has caused him almost constant 
suffering all these long years. 


HERE are 2,000 “ twenty-years-after- 
men” who are still in-patients in 
special war victims’ hospitals, besides 
1,200 out-patients. Doubtless there are 
many more in general hospitals. 

Each year thousands of pounds’ worth 
of apparatus and service are still needed 
by the wounded. ; 

Men come back to hospital year after 
year to have a little more cut off an 
amputated leg or arm. Illnesses that 
have continued on and off for twenty 
years have to be investigated anew. 


Each year 24,000 new surgical appli- 
ances, 4,000 new artificial arms and legs, 
3,800 new artificial eyes, 25,000 bacterio- 
logical and pathological examinations 
by doctors and scientists are still needed 
to patch up shattered human bodies. 

And this catalogue of physical suffer- 
ing and misery is not complete without 
remembering the economic suffering it 
has brought in its train. 

To pay pensions to the maimed and 
the scarred costs £40,000,000 a year, 
or £110,000 a day. 

One shilling in every pound of our 
national budget still goes [1938] to 
keeping the war victims. 

The total cost to the country will 
eventually reach a figure which it is not 
easy for the ordinary man to imagine— 
£2 ,000,000,000. 

More than half this astronomical sum 
has been paid out already, but the 
suffering will go on for a long time yet. 

Now this £2,000,000,000—which no 
one grudges and most people would 
even like to see enlarged—really repre- 
sents payments to the war victims of 
wages for work which they or their dead 
breadwinners would have done had they 
nut been killed or incapacitated. 

The £2,000,000,000 ‘‘ wages ”’ will be 
paid, but the work will never be done— 
and we are all poorer as a result. 

Yet men talk and dream and plan a 
still greater war. Truly there is no 
limit to human folly.
